Nebraska Mepublicans.

Linco~n (Neb.), Sept. 24.—The Re- 
publican State Convention was calied 
to order here at ten o’clock this morn- 
ing by Chairman Watson of the State 
Central Committee. He made a brief 
speech, congratulating the delegates 
upon the lage attendance and pre- 
dicting success for the candidates to 
be nominated. 

I the signs are true, said Cha'r- 
man Watson, the Republican Na- 
tional Convention at Omaha (cheers 
in 1802 will nominate the next Presi- 
dent of the United States, and that 
man wiil be the glorious Captain of 
the gallant Ship of State, the skillful 
navigator, fearless leader, bright, 
brilliant, matchless Blaine.“ At 
mention of the name of Blaine a cord 
from the rear was touched and the 
portrait of the Secretary of State 
dropped in sight. The effect was 
magical and 500 delegates immediately 
sprang to their feet and cheered. In 
concluding his speech the Chairman 
introduced Geo. H. Thummel of 
Grand Island as temporary chairman. 
He was received with cheers. His 
speech was brief, consisting mosily of 
prediction of Republican success. The | 
temporary officers were declared per- 
manent and the following Committee 
on Resolution was appointed: P. L. 
Norval and J. Keck. 

Among the resolutions introduced 
and referred to the committee was one 
opposing any fusion whatever with 
the Democratic paity. All resolutions 
were referred to the committee on 
platiorm, avd the convention took a 
recess until 2 o’clock this afternvon. 

The committee on resolutions im- 
mediately met and began the forma- 
tion of the platform. There was little 
difference of opinion as to the finan- 
cial and transportation questions, It 
wae finally decided to place the Re 
publicans of Nebraska on :ecord as 
declari#g for honest money and en- 
dorsing thé Republican legislation iu 
the last Congress ow the sil ver que 
tion- An equitable adjustment of 
freight. rates was demanded, and the 
McKinley tariff law and principle of 
reciprocity was warmly endorsed. 
The administration of President Har- 
rison was approved, and Nebraskans 
point with pride to the diplomatic 
victories achieved by the State and 
Agricuitaral Departments under the 
present Republican administration in 
securing the admission of American 
pork into France and Germany. 

Immediately after the reconvening 
of the cunvention, the chairman of the 
platform cou mitiee reported and the 
platform was adupted.

The Bulletin says: It is a rare 
circumstance that a nomination to 
the highest office in the gift ofa 
State is obtained under such cir- 
cumstances, But in Massachusetts 
a nomination obtained in any other 
way is exceptional. The public do 
not like an active canvass on the 
part of any candidate for a nomi- 
nation. When he has once re- 
ceived it, he can make a personal 
effort for an election in a limited 
way. But there have been many 
instances where a candidat: for 
Governor has never made a public 
speech while an election was pend- 
ing. ‘The voters are supposed to 
know the candidates of both par- 
ties; and they are more likely to 
be prejudiced than otherwise if a 
candidate undertakes to manage 
an election. Members of Congress 
were frequently elected from that 
State who never uttered a word in 
pu lic from the day of the nomina- 
tion until the election had settled 
the contest. 

But the rule has been relaxed as 
to Congressioval candidates, al- 
though there are frequent in- 
stances where they are not at all 
active in their own behalf, It has 
been so far relaxed as to guberna- 
torial candidates that they now 
frequently take the stump aftera 
nomination. It does not follow 
that there is no political excite- 
ment, or warm work in bringing 
forward candidates and urging 
their claims. But it is still a novel 
circumstance and one which could 
not have occurred in any other 
State, that the men who bad been 
mentioned as candidates would do 
nothing to secure that result, when 
it was well known that a nomina- 
tion was equivalent to an election. 
The honor is*certainly greater 
when the people select a candidate 
solely on the ground of fitness. He 
is not required to pull the wires 
of a convention, nor to compro- 
mise himself by personal pledges, 
or to spend months in advance in 
secret methods of securing politi- 
cal influence. This ancient prece- 
deni may not find favor elsewhere. 
But it is still honored in ohe State 
in the Union. 


In commenting upon the proba- 


ble call of the Hon. Morris M.

and devoted friends than he. 

It may be assumed, we think, 
that California is indebted in a 
large degree to the exertions of 
M. de Young for this recogui- 
tion. In his recent interview with 
tho President Mr. de Young has 
urged the claims of California to a 
Cabinet position, and his labors 
seem to have borne fruit very 
speedily. 

Again we congratu'ate the State 
and the citizen of the State who 
is to enter upon such a responsible 
and important office. We have no 
fear but that Mr. Estee will fill the 
position acceptably in every way, 
and we may be sure that the Pa- 
cific coast will soon sec and feel 
the advantage of having a direct 
representative in the councils of 
the President.

AN ENORMOUS FORTUNE. 


The Useful Discovery Which Was 
Foundation. 

The story of the enormous fortune 
accumulated by Mr. Cunliffe Lister (one 
of the birthday peers”) is one of the 
romances of Fortunes Made in Busi- 
ness.” Going one day into a London 
warehouse, says the Pall Mall Gazette, 
he came upon a pile ofrubbish. He in- 
‘quired what it was and was told that it 
was waste silk. ‘Whatdo you do with 
it? he asked. ‘Sell it for rubbish,’ he 
was told.” Mr. Lister bought it as rub- 
bish at one-half pence a pound and 
turned it into gold. He discovered, 
that is to say, how to use silk waste for 
the manufacture of plush and other 
such stuffs, and this discovery was the 
foundation of his second fortune. His 
first fortune was made by his invention 
of a wool-combing machine. 

Mr. Lister is an exception in one re- 
spect tothe general rule of industrial 
millionaires. He did not begin life 


Its 


with only a sixpence to bless himself 
with, nor was his early training that of 
an errand boy. On the contrary, he be- 
longs to an old county family, and was 
designed (being the fourth son) for the 
chur-h. Instead, however, of accept- 
in’ this role of fool of the family,” he 
i..isted on developing his natural 
talent for mechanical invention, and 
persuaded his father to give him a mill 
instead of a university education. As 
soon as the mill was built he became, 
as we have described, the architect of 
his own fortunes. Mr. Lister, besides 
being the proprietor of the largest in- 
dustrial establishment in the world 
owned by one man, is now one of the 
largest landed proprietors in the north 
of England. In 1883 he purchased the 
Swinton Hall estate of twenty-two 
thousand acres, and in 1887 the Riv- 
aulx Abbey estate of ten thousand 
acres. The combined value of these 
wo estates is said to be seven hundred 
and cighty thousand pounds sterling. 


CONCERNING PRESCRIPTIONS. 


They Belong to the Patient as Soon as 
He Receives Them. 


The law lays down no rule as to the 
formalities to be observed by a practi- 
tioner when prescribing for a patient, 
and he may, and often does, prescribe 
perfectly well by merely giving verbal 
lirections to be observed by his patient. 
When, however, these directions include 
the use of any particular drugs it is 
usual and convenient to put them into 
writing, so that the paticnt may not 
make any mistake in ordcring the drugs 
which he is advised to use. The use of 
giving a written prescription does not 
affect the property in the piece of pa- 
per given to the patient. It is his the 
moment he receives it, says the British 
Medical Journal, unless by custom or 
by special agreement it belongs to some 
one else. A custom to be good in law 
must be general, and there is no custom 
as that a prescription belongs to any- 

ne oxcept the patient at pee at known 
in Lagland. The paper, thereto 
longs to the patient unless he agrees 
with his medical attendant that it shall 
not. 

It is, of course, open to any practi- 
tioner to stipulate that his prescriptions 
shall belong to himself, or shall only be 
made up by a particular cnemist, who 
shall destroy the paper as soon as he 
has used it, but it is equally open to 
each of his patients to decline to be 
bound by any such stipulation, and to 
do what he chooses with the paper
